Greely was 
fo imd by " the p o liceman at the fo o t o f 
the stairs leadin g to his tailo r sho p 
in Main street. 
He claimed the k ey 
to his sho p was lo st an d gav e this 
as his reaso n fo r bein g fo u n d where 
he was. 
When bro u ght befo re May o r Black 
this mo rn in g Fergu so n en tered a p lea 
o f n o t gu ilty ", to .the su rp rise o f the 
o fficers. 
He was released o n $100 
bo n d an d his trial set fo r two o ’clo ck 
this aftern o o n . 
The co u rt waited abo u t 
fifteen 
min u tes fo r Greely to p u t in an ap ­ 
p earan ce an d fin ally " Po liceman Wo l- 
ters wen t o u t to search fo r him. 
n e 
was lo cated in a barber sho p , abo u t 
half asleep , an d ap p aren tly had fo r­ 
go tten abo u t his trial. 
it was ev iden t that Fergu so n had 
been drin k in g sin ce his release in the 
mo rn in g as he was almo st staggerin g 
Aimn k . Geo rge Yo u n g, who had been 
retain ed to defen d Greely , ask ed fo r 
a chan ge o f v en u e fro m the may o r’s 
co u rt an d ask ed Greely " if he co u ld 
write his n ame. 
When han ded a p en 
with which to sign the p ap ers, Fer­ 
gu so n was so n ear go n e that he co u ld 
n o t ev en mak e a mark an d as a re­ 
su lt was sen t to jail to so ber u p an d 
his trial set fo r two o ’clo ck to mo rro w 
aftern o o n . 
When ask ed where he secu red his 
whisk ey , he said that it came fro m 
In dian ap o lis an d that he had o b­ 
tain ed o n ly a half p in t. 
This mak es 
Fergu so n ’s seco n d o ffen se an d the 
fin e in this case is v ery heav y . 
In 
the first o ffen se it will be remembered 
he was fin ed $25 an d co sts, which he 
p aid. 
Fergu so n , who is v ery deaf, p re­ 
sen ted a v ery p itiable sight an d did 
, 1 n o t seem to realize what was sro in g o n 
div o rced 
abo u t him. 
He in sisted o n a chan ge 
o f v en u e fro m the may o r’s co u rt be­ 
cau se he tho u ght 
he co u ld 
n o t get 
ju stice. 
It is believ ed 
he did lo se 
the k ey to his p lace o f bu sin ess, bu t 
the o fficers say he was dru n k n ev er- 
Ihe-less.

Washingto n, Feb. 23.—In his de­ 
fense William Lo rimer o f Illino is aro se 
In the senate and delivered a no table 
speech. The accused senato r reviewed 
his entire life fro m his humble begin­ 
ning as a bo o tblack and newsbo y o n 
the streets o f Chicago , to his electio n 
finally to a seat in the United States 
senate. 
In telling his sto ry Lo rimer disclo s­ 
ed the secret o f his career and the 
metho ds by which he has built up his

WILLIAM LORIMER 


Illinois Senator Whose Plea 


Profoundly Affected Senate. 


po werful po litical o rganizatio n in the 
city o f Chicago . 
It was the sto ry o f 
the rise o f a po litical bo ss, to ld with 
details that impressed every senato r. 
Acco rding to Lo rimer, kindness to 
o thers was the fo undatio n o n which 
his po litical po wer was built. 
The 
mo st o f this sto ry Senato r Lo rimer 
to ld by way o f ex plaining why fifty - 
three Demo cratic vo tes were cast fo r 
him fo r United States senato r by the 
Illino is legislature. 
He declared that 
thirty -fo ur o f these vo tes came to him 
purely o n the gro und o f friendship, 
and that these thirty -fo ur influenced 
the remaining nineteen Demo crats to 
suppo rt him. 
With uplifted hand he 
denied upo n his wo rd o f ho no r as a 
man and a senato r that he had ever 
reso rted to bribery in any electio n, o r 
had ever had any kno wledge o f the 
use o f mo ney in co rrupt practices. 


Told About Hi* Election. 
The Illino is senato r did no t attempt 
to answer the evidence presented in 
the case. He said merely that he did 
no t kno w o f any bribery , and then de­ 
vo ted himself to telling all that he did 
kno w abo ut his electio n, and why the 
Demo crats had vo ted fo r him. 
Sena­ 
to r Lo rimer was particularly severe 
o n Senato r Ro o t and repeatedly in his 
address turned to him and 
po inted 
perso nal q uestio ns. One such incident 
came with the sto ry o f "Manny ” Abra- 
hame, a Demo crat in the Illino is legis­ 
lature who vo ted fo r Lo rimer and who 
had 
been characterized by Senato r 
Ro o t as the bell-wether o f the Demo ­ 
cratic flo ck in the Illino is legislature. 
The senato r fro m Illino is reco unted 
the sto ry o f his friendship fo r * Man- 
(ny ” Abrahams. 
In human interest it 
paralleled so me o f the best that co me 
fro m the east side o f New Yo rk. The 
senato r was at o ne time a ho rse car 
co nducto r in the west Chicago district. 
Jews were unpo pular in that lo cality . 
Many o f them were pack peddlers. 
Many streetcar co nducto rs wo uld re­ 
fuse to carry them with their packs. 
And he had seen co nducto rs o n ho rre- 
cars kick them fro m the car platfo rm 
into the street. 
Wo n Enduring G ratitude. 
Senato r Lo rimer to ld, ho wever, ho w 
he invariably allo wed thern^ to ride o n 
his car, /until he came to " be kno wn 
amo ng them as the co nducto r who 
wo uld carry them, and they wo uld sit 
by the track and wait fo r his car to 
co me alo ng. 
A little later Mr. Lo ri­ 
mer came to live in this very district 
where the Jewish peddlers were. 
He 
Immediately had their firm friendship, 
and when he learned that they were 
driven fro m the po lls o n electio n day , 
with bricks if necessary , he fo ught fo r 
them and o btained fo r them the privi­ 
lege o f vo ting in the west side. 
“When I visit this district no u,’ 
said Senato r Lo rimer, "I am no t in­ 
tro duced by these peo ple as Mr. Lo ri­ 
mer o r as Co ngressman Lo rimer, o r 
as Senato r Lo rimer. I am taken fro m 
o ne to the o ther and presented as ‘The 
Father.’ ” 
Turning to Senato r Ro o t again. Sen­ 


ato r Lo rimer asked: 
“Do es the sena 
to r rro rn New Yo rk kno w what that ' 
means, when peo ple co me to believe 
In y o u and trust y o u and almo st revere 
y o u, and co me to the po int o f intro ­ 
ducing y o u as ‘The Father’?” 
No t a Questio n o f Sy mpathy . 
“I am no t the o nly po o r bo y who 
has co me to the senate,” declared Mr. 
Lo rimer, with deep feeling, ‘‘and I am 
no t pleading po verty o r the hard 
kno cks I received as a reaso n fo r sit­ 
ting here. Neither am I pleading fo r 
sy mpathy . I am telling the truth and 
why men vo ted fo r me. 
It is no t a 
q uestio n o f sy mpathy , but a q uestio n 
o f right o r wro ng. 
“If senato rs believe me to be the 
lo w and vile creature the senato rs 
fro m New Yo rk and So uth Dako ta say 
I am, then y o u have a plain duty star­ 
ing y o u sq uare in the face.” The sen­ 
ate was startled at this statement, but 
no t so much so as by the o ne which 
fo llo wed as Senato r Lo rimer again 
advanced to ward Senato rs Ro o t and 
Crawfo rd and fairly sho uted: 
“If I 
co uld be the fo ul wretch y o u senato rs 
so ught to paint me, regardless o f ho w 
I came here, y o u sho uld drive me fro m 
y o nder do o r with the brand o f infamy 
o n my back.” 
Senato r Lo rimer’s speech made a 
deep impressio n o n the senate and the 
o pinio n seemed to prevail at the co n­ 
clusio n that he had do ne much to ward 
saving his seat in that bo dy . 
It was 
no t so much the subject matter 
o f 
Lo rimer’s speech as the sincerity with 
which it was delivered that impressed 
the senate. 
At times while he was 
speaking several senato rs were in 
tears. 
The scene in the senate chamber 
during the speech was dramatic. Ev­ 
ery chair o n the flo o r was o ccupied 
and 
nearly all the remaining space 
was taken by members o f the ho use 
o f representatives. 
The 
galleries 
were cro wded. 
Mrs. Taft, the presi­ 
dent’s wife, and her so n Ro bert were 
in the senato rs’ gallery during part o f 
the address. 
The diplo matic gallery 
also was filled and hundreds who were 
unable to gain admissio n cro wded the 
senate co rrido rs. 
Mr. Lo rimer’s speech lasted piniest 
fo ur ho urs. At its co nclusio n he was 
co ngratulated by several senato rs who 
are suppo rting him. 
The senate then went into ex ecutive 
sessio n to co nsider the Japanese trea­ 
ty and held a pro lo nged sessio n. Sen­ 
ato r Beveridge gave no tice that he 
wo uld co ntinue his speech in o ppo si­ 
tio n to Lo rimer. There will be o ther 
speeches o n the subject, which may 
delay the vo te.
